Florida  Budget  $2,200,099 

A  committee  headed  by  Har¬ 
old  J.  Combs  of  Jacksonville 
said  it  didn’t  feel  the  $50,000 
cost  of  a  home  and  $20,000  a 
year  for  operational  expenses 
could  be  provided  at  the  pres¬ 
ent  time.  It  called  on  the  Baptist 
convention,  however,  to  begin 
its  adoptive  program  "at  the 
earliest  date  the  convention  is  in 
a  position  to  enter  this  new  field 
of  endeavor.” 

The  Florida  Convention  has 
adopted  a  budget  of  $2,200,000  to 
be  split  evenly  between  the  Flo¬ 
rida  convention  and  the  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Convention. 

A  change  in  the  name  of  the 
Maryland  Baptist  Union  Asso¬ 
ciation  seems  assured  next  year. 

A  special  constitutional  com¬ 
mittee  recommended  the  name 
be  changed  to  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion  of  Maryland.  Messengers  to 
the  1959  session  here  beat  down 
overwhelmingly  a  substitute  mo¬ 
tion  to  continue  the  traditions! 


This  would  add  approximately 
50  more  patient  rooms  that  are 
critically  needed  according  to 
Chandler  Clover,  assistant  ad¬ 
ministrator  who  made  the  re¬ 
port. 

Temperance  Report 

The  Convention  adopted  -  a 
strong  temperance  report  and

|  ice  Commission  that  the  Secre¬ 
tary  be  instructed  to  write  the 
proper  State  government  auth¬ 
orities  suggesting  that  appro¬ 
priate  steps  be  taken  to  care 
for  indigent  invalids  and  excep¬ 
tional  children. 

The  Convention  approved  the 
sale  of  a  small  piece  of  proper¬ 
ty!  by  the  Baptist  Orphanage  to 
the  City  of  Jackson  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  widening  Bailey  Ave. 

The  Convention  approved  the 
report  of  the  Education  Com¬ 
mission  which  calls  for  a  new 
formula  in  allocating  Christian 
education  support  funds,  as  fol¬ 
lows: 

Specific  Allocation 

A  specification  allocation  to 
each  school  to  underwrite  the 
basic  administrative  and  insti¬ 
tutional  expenses. 

A  special  allocation  to  take 
care  of  emergencies  and  contin¬ 
gency  items.  This  allocation  will 
be  about  5  per  cent  of  the  total 
funds  available.

Convention  budget  each  year. 

$200,090  Required 

The  Assembly  Committee,  as¬ 
sisted  by-  our  State  Secretary 
and  W.  R.  Roberts,  Assembly 
manager,  has  estimated  that  it 
will  take  a  minimum  of  $200.- 
000.00  to  make  possible  the  ini¬ 
tial  utilization  of  the  property 
at  full  capacity.  It  is  hoped 
that  a  full  schedule  of  activities 
may  be  started  the  first  of 
June. 

At  was  reported  to  the  Con¬ 
vention,  the  Convention  Board 
reinvested  $106,000.00  of  accu¬ 
mulated  reserve  funds  in  a  plan¬ 
ned  program  of  equipping  the 
Assembly,  and  a  similar  amount 
is  imperative  if  a  completed 
task  is  accomplished.  Appeals 
for  this  amount  from  individu¬ 
als  and  churches  were  made  pos¬ 
sible  by  the  Convention's  recent 
action. 

Remodelling  Necessary 

On  the  property,  a  building 
must  be  remodelled  to  provide 
a  Chapel,  or  Auditorium;  class 
room  fartifttes  must  be  srrsng-- 
ed;  a  children’s  building  must 
be  equipped;  kitchen  and  din¬ 
ing  facilities  must  be  installed; 
the  main  building  must  have 
some  interior  rearrangement 
done;  two  building  must  be  al¬ 
tered  to  provide  dormitory  type 
living  quarters;  the  swimming 
pool  must  be  made  operation¬ 
al;  playground  equipment  ar¬ 
ranged  for;  music  instruments 
obtained;  and  hundreds  of  beds, 
chests,  tables,  and  other  pieces 
of  furniture  purchased. 

Some  air-conditioning  units 
must  be  installed  and  some  of 
the  buildings  must  have  heating 
units  for  possible  meetings  in 
the  winter  months.  All  water 
and  steam  lines  are  installed, 
and  electric  power  is  available 
over  the  entire  area.  Central 
office  equipment,  lounge  furni¬ 
ture  and  lighting,  and  hundreds 
of  minor  items  must  be  select¬ 
ed,  purchased,  and  installed  be¬ 
fore  June  1st. 

Hard  surface  parking  is  great¬ 
ly  desired  and  some  beautifica¬ 
tion  of  the  extensive  grounds 
would  be  an  addition  in  attrac¬ 
tiveness  and  enjoyment.

In  all  truth,  however,  this 
man  I  know  Is  not  unlike  most 
of  us.  We  all  have  our  hidden 
gods:  fine  clothing,  luxurious 
homes,  speedboats,  fishing  tac¬ 
kle,  golf  clubs,  expensive  hob¬ 
bies,  etc.  They  are  hidden  not 
in  the  sense  that  they  cannot 
be  seen.  These  are  all  items 
of  physical  or  material  value. 
We  cherish  them  precisely  be¬ 
cause  they  can  be  seen.  And 
mind  you,  the  problem  is  not 
that  we  possess  them.  Indeed, 
they  constitute  a  problem  only 
when  they  come  to  possess  us. 
Then  they  are  gods.  They  are 
“hidden”  gods  because  the  val¬ 
ue  which  we  attach  to  them  is 
hidden  even  from  our  own 
awareness. 

It  doesn’t  matter  how  much 
they  are  really  worth  in  dollars 
and  cents,  nor  whether  they 
are  singular  or  plural.  What 
matters  is  that  in  certain  areas 
of  our  lives  they  transcend  in 
value  the  one  supreme  value 
which  is  God.

Monatheism  alone  is  inade¬ 
quate.  That  is  to  say,  there  is 
no  special  Virtue  in  having 
only  one  god.

Money  God 

Mammon  is  the  money  god.

sion  Baptists  are  tiring  of  this 
drain  on  the  local  church. 

Some  frontier  Baptist 
preachers  have  accused  suppor¬ 
ters  pf  the  mission  movement 
of  being  mercenary.  Many  of 
these  farmer-preachers  serve 
their  frontier  churches  without 
pay,  and  they  are  suspicious  of 
the  salaried  representative  of  a 
mission  program. 

Other  Reasons 

Other  reasons  offered  for 
widespread  opposition  to  for¬ 
eign  missions: 

1.  Jealousy  of  local  pastors. 
Especially  on  the  frontier,  Bap¬ 
tist  preachers  of  little  or  no 
training  are  wary  of  Rice  and 
other  well-educated  backers  of 
foreign  missions. 

2.  Missionary  societies,  mis¬ 
sion  boards,  and  the  like,  say 
opponents,  are  man-made  or¬ 
ganizations  and  thus  are  not 
scriptural. 

3.  An  all-wise  and  all-power¬ 
ful  God  does  not  need  the  as¬ 
sistance  of  feeble  man  to  make 
his  will  known  to  the  heathen. 

Anti-mission  feeling  is  strong, 
and  already  has  done  much  to 
hinder  foreign  mission  work. 
But  Rice  and  his  supporters, 
fired  with  unflagging  zeal,  are 
determined  to  carry  on  their 
work  until  the  foreign  mission 
program  is  established  not  only 
in  this  country,  but  around  the 
world.

Of  Old  People 


With  these  stunning  (acts  be¬ 
fore  me,  and  seeing  so  little 
done  to  improve  the  status  of 
bid  people,  X  begin  to  add  warn¬ 
ing  to  my  appeals  for  mercy  and 
kindness  to  old  people. 

Gives  Warning 
The  warning  is  this:  that  to¬ 
day  many  leading  economists 
and  even  government  spokes¬ 
men  declare  unequivocally  that 
to  force  people  to  give  up  work 
and  income  while  still  able  and 
eager  to  work  is  to  deny  them 
an  elemental  human  right,  and 
cruelly  to  doom  them  to  die  be¬ 
fore  their  time  from  a  sheer 
sense  of  uselessness  and  bore¬ 
dom.  This  obvious  truth  is  al¬ 
ready  making  a  multitude  of  the 
idle  old  people  restive. 

And  the  warning  goes  farther. 
Author  Raymond  J.  Jeffreys 
voices  it  strongly  in  his  bright 
book,  "Life  Will  Begin  At  100.” 
He  reminds  us. that  three  de¬ 
cades  ago  old  people  threatened 
to  carry  the  “Townsend  Plan” 
to  pension  all  retired  old  people 
$200  a  month.  It  scared  politic¬ 
ians  stiff,  one  result  being  the 
“Social  Security”  Act,  the  most 
humane  and  benevolent  act  ever 
passed  by  our  government 
In  one  of  my  articles  in  a 
New  York  paper  I  referred  to 
the  Townsend  Plan  as  a  wildcat 
or  visionary  scheme,  believing 
it  dead.  An  alert  Boston  read¬ 
er  wrote  me  I  was  dead  wrong 
if  I  thought  it  wildcat  or  dead. 
To  prove  it  is  alive  and  biding 
its  time,  he  sent  me  a  copy  of 
the  handsome,  well  -  edited 
“Townsend  Journal” 

Hold  Power 

And  now  Author  Jeffreys 
warns  us  that  the  15  million 
old  people  above  the  retirement 
age  of  65  and  other  millions 
nearing  retirement  actually  hold 
the  balance  of  power  by  sheer 
voting  strength.  Many  of  these 
are  growing  restive,  seeing  So¬ 
cial  Security  and  retirement 
pensions  leave  them  struggling 
to  live  as  living  costs  mount 
daily.  Still  more,  the  feeling 
grows  that  arbitrary  deadlines 
for  retirement  are  stupid  and 

cruel,  many  beMtf  Mfa  able  and 

eager  to  work  and  be  self-re¬ 
specting  and  independent  _ 

What  if  these  restless  people 
become  millions!  The  15  millions 
or  so  of  them  have  the  balance 
of  power  to  carry  for  another 
Townsend  Plan  —  or  something 
even  more  drastic. 

Clearly  therefore  it  was  even 
politically  dangerous  for  North 
Carolina  to  cut  back  the  meagre 
handouts  of  its  50,000  aged  de¬ 
pendents  and  18,000  totally  dis¬ 
abled  persons.  No  state  dares 
today  to  put  into  the  hands  of 
the  growing  multitude  of  res¬ 
tive,  suffering  old  ^people  the 
veritable  firebrand  such  an  act 
puts  into  the  hands  of  suffering 
millions  of  old  people. 

I  regret  even  to  pass  on  this 
warning;  but  the  facts  are  grim 
and  real  and  cannot  wisely  be 
evaded.

No  other  public  event  in 
many  months  has  so  shaken  me 
as  the  cruel  reduction  Just  an¬ 
nounced  in  the  small  Welfare 
checks  of  50,000  old  people  and 
18,000  totally  disabled  persons  in 
North  Carolina.  Their  stipends 
were  already  among  the  lowest 
in  the  nation,  and  now  they  are 
to  feel  more  cruelly  the  pinch 
of  want. 

As  a  crusade  for  old  people 
the  announcement  pained  me  so 
deeply  that  I  got  up  in  the  night 
and  wrote  my  protest  for  a  lead¬ 
ing  daily  paper,  and  wrote  the 
Governor  my  grief  that  he  en¬ 
dorsed  the  cut,  and  even  said 
it  was  "not  serious.”  The  cut¬ 
ting  was  cruel  precisely  because 
these  thousands  were  already 
feeling  the  pinch  of  want,  and 
scared  at  seeing  living  costs  ris¬ 
ing  daily.  The  more  cruel,  too, 
because  the  state  had  just  rais¬ 
ed  higher  the  salaries  of  some 
getting  $10,000  salaries. 

For  some  years  now  the  help¬ 
less  misery  of  our  15  million 
old  people  above  the  retirement 
age  of  65'  has  appalled  me  more 
and  more.  Many  papers  south 
and  north  have  carried  my  ap¬ 
peals  for  old  people,  appeals 
doubtless  more  poignant  be¬ 
cause  I  am  one  of  them,  yet  I’m 
thinking  mainly  of  the  millions 
of  others  less  fortunate  than 
myself.  For  I  do  own  my  home, 
any  countless  others  do  not.  And 
my  writing  gives  me  creative 
employment  and  expression, 
while  millions  of  others  eat  out 
their  hearts  in  enforced  idle¬ 
ness  and  boredom,  and  often  in 
real  want. 

Gets  Small  Check 
I  know  their  suffering  partly 
by  experience.  For  my  work 
and  income  as  a  pastor  ended 
many  years  ago,  for  few  church¬ 
es  want  a  minister  above  60.

Also  the  fright 
of  seeing  the  dollar  in  25  years 
lose  value  50%  so  that  many 
even  with  social  security  and 
good  pensions  suffer  want

to  Carver  School  to  be  used  for  the  building  of  a  bridge  in  the 
valley  between  Carver  School  and  Southern  Seminary,  The  money 
was  given  as  a  memorial  to  Mrs.  Charles  Dean,  Mississippi  trus¬ 
tee  for  Carver  School  from  1945  till  1951. 

The  money  was  given  by  the  women  of  Mississippi  after 
Mrs.  Dean’s  death  to  memorialize  the  significant  contribution 
she  made  to  the  life  of  Carver  School  (then  W.M.U.  Training 
School). 

Construction  of  the  bridge  was  completed  in  July,  In  the  cen¬ 
ter  of  the  bridge  is  a  large  stone  which  came  from  the  Training 
School  building  on  Preston  and  Broadway,  bearing  the  inscrip¬ 
tion,  “Laborers  Together  with  God.” 

Additional  landscaping  is  planned  in  the  future  to  enhance 
the  setting  for  the  Nan  Dean  Memorial  Bridge. 

Carver  School  is  indebted  to  Miss  Edwina  Robinson,  Execu¬ 
tive  Secretary  of  Mississippi  Woman’s  Missionary  Union,  for  her 
leadership  in  arranging  for  this  gift  to  the  school.  Mississippi 
W.M.U.  has  shown  a  continuing  interest  in  the  school,  and  this 
is  only  one  expression  of  many  throughout  the  years.

Calls  Pastor 

Rev.  W.  R.  Gifford,  assistant 
pastor  at  the  First  Church,  Pic¬ 
ayune,  since  June  1,  1955,  has 
been  called  to  the  pastorate  of 
South  McComh  Church,  In  Mc- 
Comb,  and  will  assume  his  du¬ 
ties  on  December  1. 

As  assistant  pastor  at  Picay¬ 
une,  he  was  In  charge- of  the  ed- 
cational  work  of  the  church,  and 
of  the  church’s  Toquet  Street 
Mission.  He  has  been  active  in 
the  Pearl  River  Association,  in 
which  he  has  held  several  posi¬ 
tions,  Including  Sunday  School 
Superintendent,  dean  of  the 
Mississippi  Baptist  Seminary, 
Pearl  River  Center.  He  Is  sec¬ 
retary  of  the  Pastor's  Confer¬ 
ence  of  the  Association,  and  past 
president  of  the  Interdenomina¬ 
tional  Picayune  Pastor's  Confer¬ 
ence. 

Rev.  Gifford  is  a  graduate  of 
Ouchita  College,  and  of  the  New 
Orleans  Seminary.  Prior  to  go¬ 
ing  to  Picayune,  he  served  chur¬ 
ches  in  Arkansas  and  Louisiana. 

Rev.  and  Mrs.  Gifford,  both 
natives  of  Little  Rock,  Ark., 
have  two  children,  Nancy,  age 
I  nine,  end  Bill,  age  three. 


“American  servicemen  are 
providing  positive  lay  religious 
leadership  overseas,”  Alfred 
Carpenter  of  the  Chaplain's 
Commission  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  aid  last 
week  on  his  return  from  a  seven- 
week  tour  of  military  installa¬ 
tions  In  England,  France,  Ger¬ 
many,  and  Italy. 

Carpenter  praised  the  Baptist 
chaplains  for  their  work  in  ex¬ 
ceptional  places  of  spiritual  lea¬ 
dership,  and  for  good  public  re¬ 
lations  to  local  communities,  as 
well  as  for  their  full-time  relig¬ 
ious  programs.  He  also  was 
amazed  at  the  economic  recov¬ 
ery  of  Europe.  Carpenter  is  di¬ 
rector  of  Chaplains  Division  of 
the  Home  Mission  Board. 

“I.  shall  never  forget  the  posi¬ 
tive  religious  leadership  of  the 
officers  .and  servicemen,”  Car¬ 
penter  said.  He  mentioned  a 
general  in  France  who  left  his 
field  command  to  attend  a  meet¬ 
ing  with  the  Sunday  school  su¬ 
perintendents,  teachers,  and  oth¬ 
er  religious  leaders  of  his  com¬ 
mand.  This  same  general  waa 
elected  the  next  week  as  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Men  of  the  Chapel 
movement  for  all  of  Europe. 

“These  laymen  discuss  spirit¬ 
ual  matters  as  naturally  and 


from  this  city,”  the  chaplain  re-  i 
plied.  “They  built  a  railroad  out 
there,  dumped  the  debris  on  top 
of  the  mountain,  leveled  it,  and 
placed  a  cross  and  a  monument 
there*  in  memory  to  the  bodies 
entangled  in  it.” 

Carpenter  also  made  these  ob¬ 
servations: 

1)  The  family  unit,  which  is 
now  so  much  a  part  of  the  mili¬ 
tary  installation,  has  given  a 
stability  to  the  overseas  unit, 
and  has  helped  to  raise  the  spir¬ 
itual  level  of  our  military  per¬ 
sonnel. 

2)  Southern.  Baptist  agencies 
are  doing  an  exceptional  job  In 
cooperating  with  and  making 
possible  materials  needed  by 
the  chaplains.  He  gave  as  an  ex¬ 
ample  the  Sunday  school  litera¬ 
ture  and  the  Televangelisra  se¬ 
ries  of  the  Radio  and  TV  Com¬ 
mission. 

3)  The  European  countries  are 
making  a  rapid  .  recovery.  He 
noted  the  contrast  between  his 
1946  trip  whan  the  people  pos¬ 
sessed  a  defeated  attitude  and 
were  hungry.  Today  they  have 
recovered  and  are  aggressive  in 
an  extensive  construction  pro¬ 
gram.  “They  are  building  apart¬ 
ment  bouses,  not  by  the  blocks, 
but  by  the  mile.” 


were  not  just  seeking  to  make 

an  impression.” 

Carpenter  explained  that  the 
chaplain  overseas  waa  called  on 
to  function  more  in  the  pastoral 
role  than  the  chaplain  In  the 
states  because  of  the  presence 
of  dependents  and  because  there 
was  no  English  speaking  local 
church  program  accessible. 

The  overseas  chaplains  con¬ 
duct  night  services,  mid-week 
meetings,  study  classes,  and  oth¬ 
er  services.  There  was  a  high 
spiritual  level  In  the  services.  At 
one  meeting  where  Carpenter 
there  were  four  conversions, 
four  rededications,  and  two  who 
surrendered  to  the  ministry. 

"The  chaplains,  because  they 
are  dealing  primarily  with  the 
young  manhood  of  our  nation, 
are  sharing  a  large  part  In  call¬ 
ing  out  the  next  generation  of 
preachers,”  he  said.  < 

Carpenter  aaid  that  he  was 
puzzled  to  know  what  became  of 
tbe  nibble  he  had  noted  on  his 
last  visit  during  1946.  When  no 
one  volunteered  the  informa¬ 
tion,  he  finally  asked  a  chaplain 
who  pointed  to  a  mountain  In 
the  distance.

ATLANTA  —  (BP)  —  Church¬ 
es  not  able  to  sponsor  missions 
are  sponsoring  mission  surveys. 
In  Iowa,  Everett  Bryant,  asso¬ 
ciate  missions  superintendent, 
says  that  in  cases  where  there 
is  no  sponsoring  church,  help 
in  sponsoring  a  survey  is  sought 
from  the  closest  association  or 
church. 

If  a  church  is  sponsoring  a 
mission,  they  survey  the  area. 

“Experience  has  taught  us  it 
is  unwise  to  establish  a  new 
mission  without  a  survey  of  the 
said  Bryant.

The  Stewardship  Key

In  the  eighth  chapter  of  Second  Corinthians  Paul  presents 
a  perplexing  problem  of  spiritual  arithmetic.  He  says  of  the 
Macedonian  Christians  that  “in  a  great  trial  of  affliction  the 
abundance  of  their  joy  and  their  deep  poverty 
r  abounded  unto  the  riches  of  their  liberality.’’ 

y  The  equation  looks  something  like  this: 

|  I  Affliction  —  Abundant  Joy 

Abundant  Joy  and  Deep  Poverty  — 

Rich  Liberality.  | 

Y  '  J  But  human  experience  disproves  this  equa- 
yiyg  tion.  Affliction  does  not  ordinarily  produce 
■  nor  does  poverty,  even  when  added  to  joy, 

■  ^^■ordinarily  produce  rich  liberality.  There  seems 
p  4Hto  be  some  factor  missing  from  the  equation. 

The  Grace  of  God 

This  indispensable  element  is  found  in  the  first  verse.  Paul 
begins  his  statement  with  the  words  “We  want  you  to  know  of 
the  GRACE  of  God.”  Only  the  grace  of  God  can  bring  joy  out 
of  affliction  and  rich  liberality  out  of  deep  poverty.  So  the  true 
equation  is: 

Grace  &  Affliction  &  Joy  &  Poverty  —  Liberality. 
Indeed,  the  grace  of  God  when  properly  added  to  any  cir¬ 
cumstance  or  situation  will  produce  generous  givers.  In  the 
Greek  language  this  word  begins  with  the  letter  “chi”  sometimes 
pronounced  “key”:  And  this  is  the  key  of  stewardship  that  un¬ 
locks  the  hardest  hearts  and  brings  forth  rich  treasures  for  the 
kingdom  of  God.  Paul  said,  “See  that  ye  abound  in  this  grace 
also.”  And  he  was  speaking  of  the  grace  of  giving. 

The  Key

MAGAZINE  FINDS  CONVERSIONS 
TO  PROTESTANT  FAITH  LEAD 

The  Protestant  magazine  Christian  Heritage,  in  an  attempt 
to  learn  why  Protestants  and  Roman  Catholics  change  their 
religion,  sent  a  questionaire  to  2,370  pastors  throughout  the 
United  States  to  determine  the  trend  and  reasons  for  conver¬ 
sions.  , 

There  were  467  replies  from  33  different  denominations. 
This  high  percentage  of  return  is  considered  indicative  in  it¬ 
self  of  the  importance  attached  to  the  information  which  was 
submitted.  According  to  Dr.  Walter  M.  Montano,  editor  of 
Heritage,  the  compiled  statistics  reveal  that  “in  the  past  five 
years  for  every  Protestant  church  member  turning  Roman 
Catholic,  there  were  five  Roman  Catholics  who  embraced  Pro¬ 
testantism. 

The  ratio  is  increased  to  nearly  30  to  1  when  we  compare 
those  Protestants  who  were*  not  members  of  a  church  and 
were  attracted  to  Rome.”  - - - -  z _
